Any sort of third dimensional space may be 
the boundaries of the fourth dimensional 


space, 
Minds Cannot Grasp Figures. 


In the fourth dimensional space we use 
the cube and polygons of the third dimen- 
sional space as faces and with these con- 
struct the figure of the fourth dimension. 
These figures cannot be grasped by our 
minds, but can be reduced to geometrical 
formula and be constructed by the aid of 
geometry and algebra. 

“Often there are gaps left in the fourth 
dimensional spaces, and I fill these up by 
slipping in polyhedr k the appropriate 
shape, I attach pret al in the working 
out of my theories in the help given by the 
polyhedral angles of the dodecahedron” 
which enter into many of the problems. 
Some of the things that I have found out 
will aid in the solution of many of the prob- 
ems of elliptical geometry.“

der side of the Atlantic; and the story of now that 
international crook, Harry Silverberg, has been able to 
deceive such men as the duke of Montrose, Lord Rib- 
plesdale; Lord Balfour of Burléigh, Lord Grimthorpe, 
and others to the extent that they not only entered into 
business relations with him but even put him up at their 
clubs, including the St. James’, the Cocoanut, etc., is 
certainly entertaining. 

It recalls the adventures in London of the sol-disant 
Count Jaracewski, who for two years went everywhere 
in English society, even to Marlborough house and to 
Sandringham, forming part of the most exclusive clubs, 
before the late Lord Hastings ascertained that he was 
the black sheep son of the real Count Jaracewski's but- 
ler and an ex-convict, while another ex-convict enjoyed 
similar vogue in Mayfair and Pall Mall throughout an 
entire London season by pretending to be a nephew of 
Baron Hoffman, then Austro-Hungarian minister of 
finance. 

If the truth were known there are just as many cases 
of gullibility in London and in the continental capitals 
of Burope as on this side of the Atlantic, the only dif- 
ference being that exposure here receives the utmost 
publicity, whereas abroad every endeavor is made to 
hugh up the matter. 

The fact that Silverberg, despite his record as a crook 
and as an ex-convict in the United States, in England, 
and on the continent, should have managed to obtain 
credentials from the Chilean government authorizing 
him to treat in its name with English financiers for the 
construction of railroads and other public works in 
Chile: is not precisely calculated to improve the credit 
of the Latin republics of South America in Europe nor 
to inerease the battered prestige of their official repre- 
sentatives abroad. 

| —— 

The frequent revolutions and changes of government 
among the smaller republics bring into their diplomatic 
service. all sorts of queer fishes; and, thanks to this, 
Latin-American diplomacy has figured extensively in 
card scandals in those, clubs in Europe that extend their 
hospitality to representatives of foreign gountries. 

The Hunt club at Rome and the St. James’ club in 
Piccadilly, London, have been particularly unfortunate 


in their experiences with Latin-American djplomats in 


this respect, while in one notable instance the Swiss 
government found that the envoy accredited to Berne as 
representative of one of the Central American republics 
previously had “done time as a swindler in a Euro- 
pean penitentiary. 

Such things are inevitable. in the case of representa- 
tives of countries subject te continual changes of gov- 


ernment through revolution and where posts of envoy 


and of secretary of legation are distributed among the 
adherents of the victorious dictator without much re- 
gard to their antecedents. But it is hard that such 
men should be allowed to style themselves members of 
the diplomatic corps, should have a right to the official 
immunities and social prerogatives accorded to profes- 
sional dipomats of reputable states, and thus should be 
in a position to bring the entire foreign representation 
into popular disfavor.

Izzet Pasha, who was all powerful as the principal 
secretary of Sultan Abdul Hamid throwshout the greater 
part of the latter’s reign and who was fortunate enough’ 
to escape from Constantinople before he could be seized 
and put to death by those who regarded him as respon- 
sible for all the worst evils of the Hamidian régime in 
Turkey, has arrived in Egypt. Some time after his 
disappearance from Stamboul he turned up in New York, 
spending several weeks in this country until forced to 
leave by threats of assassination on the part of those of 
his fellow citizens who had been compelled by his perse- 
cution to seek refuge op this side of the Atlantic. 

All his property at Constantinople. itself and in Tur- 
key proper was confiscated immediately after the inau- 
| guration of the new era at Constantinople. But he. pre- 
viously had taken the precaution of investing an im- 
mense-fortune abroad, beyond the reach of his foes, and 
it is thanks to this he now has been able to settle down 
at Cairo and to surround his family and himself with 
luxury. His present fortune is estimated at over 380, 
000,000 and when the fact is recalled that he possessed 
for over twenty years unlimited opportunities of graft 
at the Yildiz Kiosk and was able to exact tribute from 
nearly every one this figure does not any longer seem 
to be exaggerated. 

While Egypt is nominally a portion of the Turkish

WORK OF VISITING NURSES 
IS REVIEWED FOR THE YEAR. 


Many Cases in Slums and Schools Re- 
éeivé Attention from the pe A 
Field in 1909. 


he importance of work done by the visit- 
ing nurses was shown in reports submitted 
et the annual meeting of the Visiting Nurse’ 
association of Chicago, held yesterday after- 
poon in the rooms of the Fortnightly club in 
the Fine Arts bulliding. 

During: the year 1900 the eighty nurses of 
the association made 90,514 visits to the slum 
districts. Of the serious-cases, mort than 
half the. patients recovered dnd more than 
a third improved. 

The work of the nurses in the public schools 
was reviewed by Mrs. Joseph T. Bowen. She 
gaid the Chicago nurses are paid less than 
those of any other city excepting Jersey City, 
where the pay is the same. They examined 
971,717 children at the schools, finding 47,000 | 
in need ot treatment. In addition, 71,000 | 
who’ bad been excluded because of disease 
had been treated. at their homes, much of the

Manufacturers Have Record Breaking 
Volume of Business Booked at 


wees ot Year. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 5.—{Spectal.}—The Iron 

Age will say tomorrow that no year has ever 
been entered upon of which as much was ex- 
pected aa the iron trade now expects of 1910. 
At the beginning of no year has as large a 
volume of business been definitely under con- 
tract as the steel manufacturers have on 
their books today. Opinion is practically } 
unanimous that the consumption of tron and 
steel this year will be well beyond the sur- 
prising record of 1009. 
The pig iron statistics for Jan. 1 show that 
the output in December was 2,685,680 tons, or 
88.022 tone a day, against 2,547,508 tons in 
November. or 84,917 tonsa day. On Jan. 1313 
furnaces were active, or one less than on Dec. 
1, and their weekly capacity was 595,216 tons, 
against 508,216 tons one month previous. The 
pig iron market, while quiet, shows less 
weakness than in recent weeks, and in vari- 
ous directions inquiry is increasing. 

Pipe works have been buyersof pig iron and 
are still in the market. A good many orders 
for spring shipment of cast iron pipe are in 
hand, and the outlook ts improving. The 
principal structural contract closed was for 
25.000 tons for the. New York municipal 
building, taken by the Pennsylvania Steel 
company. Chicago reports a sale of 20,000 
tons of open hearth rails to a western road 
and inquiries for 80,000 tons of plates and 
shapes for steel cars.
